We can help each
other heal and become a health-
ier community. This will be
achieved through balance, car-
ing for the mental, emotional,
spiritual and physical aspects of
your being. One of the greatest
gifts that we can give to our-
selves is to be active. Just get up
and move. Physical activity and
nutrition are the tools we need to
fight and prevent diabetes, heart
disease, obesity and many other
diseases. We can help each
other to be role models for the
younger generations.

Following is a brief summary
of the programs and activities
that we offer through the health
department.

NATIVE WAY WELL-
NESS AND PREVEN-
TION CENTER

Native Way Wellness and
Prevention Center (located on
West Conway Road next to the
Humane Society; the address is
8730 Commerce Court, Harbor
Springs, Ml Unit #8) has cardio-
vascular and weight training
equipment that can be accessed
using a key card at your conven-
ience. You must obtain a med-
ical release from your doctor to
exercise. Call Dawn at 231-242-
1700 to schedule an appoint-
ment for a physical at Mskiki
Gumik to obtain your medical
release and/or to get your key
card.

Native Way Too Unit #7 is an
annex of the Native Way
Wellness and Prevention Center
Unit #8. Currently we are offer-
ing Rez Robics, Tae Kwon Do
and Yoga classes. Space is lim-
ited, so you must register.
Please do not just show up. If
there is enough interest and
instructors, we will offer more
classes.

REZ ROBICS

Rez Robics is a Native
American exercise video. It was
made by and for Anishnabe as a
means to decrease the diabetes
epidemic among native people.
Physical activity is one of the key
factors in preventing and control-
ling diabetes. It features real
people (no Jane Fonda's!) at dif-
ferent levels of physical fitness
exercising to pow-wow music. It
uses a lot of martial arts moves
like punching, kicking and native
dance. It is a lot of fun no mat-
ter what your level of fitness is.
Classes are held Monday and
Wednesday at 5:30-6:45 p.m.
and Monday, Wednesday from
3:45-5:00 pm at Native Way Too
(NWT) and an Elders class is at
11 a.m. Tuesday and Thursday
at the LTBB complex commons
area.

TAE KWON DO

Tae Kwon Do is a contempo-
rary martial arts class that
teaches self defense and
respect.

STEPS TO A
HEALTHIER USA
STEPS is a five year grant

funded by the Centers for
Disease Control (CDC). The
focus is on prevention activities
in the areas of Diabetes, Obesity
and Asthma and their related
risk factors. Educational activi-
ties will target these areas focus-
ing on physical activity and nutri-
tion as primary interventions.
FITUP, Bmoseda, Mino'Ode are
physical activity programs that
are available to you and your
family.

FITUP

Currently, LTBB is competing
in "FITUP", an 8 week on line
walking program sponsored by
the Upper Peninsula diabetes
outreach network. It encourages
10,000 steps a day. We have
taken more than one million
steps so far. All you do is log
your points online. If you do not
have access to a computer

Health staff will do it for you. A
similar program will start in April.
This will be a 'virtual walk' from
one participating band to anoth-
er. You will keep track of the
steps you have taken and when
you reach one destination you
will receive information, etc.
from that band. More details will
follow in the newsletter. If you
are interested in this program

MINO'ODE

(good heart) is a program in
which you score points for doing
things that are good for you and
avoiding those that are not.
Exercise, drinking water, relax-
ation, eating 5 fruits and vegeta-
bles a day are some of the ways
that you get points. Call Cathy at
231-242-1606 to sign up. Log
sheets are due on April 15th,
July 15th, October 15th, and
January 15th. You can sign up
any time.

'5 ADAY THE

ANISHNABE WAY'

'5 a Day the Anishnabe Way'
is an initiative to encourage
Native Americans to eat a mini-
mum of 5 fruits and vegetables a
day. Many of the diseases that
afflict Native Americans can be
directly related to the foods that
they eat and the amount of ener-
gy expended to obtain this food.
Our ancestors gathered, harvest-
ed, hunted, fished, trapped, or
traded for food, medicine and
shelter.  They worked hard
spring, summer and fall to sur-
vive the winter. Today we work
Eight hours, drive through
McDonalds on our way home
from work, go home, eat and
watch T.V. Day after day. Not
much energy expended but a
whole lot of calories taken in.
Not good. We need to eat foods
that are as natural as possible
and remember that the plants
and animals that we eat gave
their life so that we can live. This
is the circle of life that we are a
part of. Medicine in our lan-
guage is mskiki-strength of the
earth. Call Cathy at 231-242-
1601 to sign up.

DIABETES

Diabetes management and
prevention education is avail-
able by appointment for you and
your family. We will give you the
tools that you need to take care
of yourself. Diabetes is preventa-
ble but it is not curable. In the
near future diabetes education
in a group setting will be offered.
We also have foot clinics every
Wednesday. Certified diabetes
foot specialists are available to
care for your feet and nails. Non-
diabetics are welcome. Call
Cathy to make an appointment.

CPR

If you are interested in CPR
classes for yourself, family or
friends please contact us.

This program is responsible
for all aspects related to the
child and their families regard-
ing intervention, unification,
termination or adoption
options as outlined with the
LTBB Childrens’ Code.
++» FOSTER CARE:
This program monitors place-
ment of the child, offers foster
parenting preparation and
support, and works closely
with the Indian Child Welfare
Commission. The Indian Child
Welfare Commission is a five
member commission appoint-
ed by tribal council. The com-
mission meets on a monthly
basis and serves many vital
functions regarding protecting
tribal children and their fami-
lies. They also approve the
licensing of a foster care
homes.
MSHKO-DODEMWIN FAMILY
SERVICES:
The MSHKO-Dodemwin works
with children and families who
are at risk or who have
entered into the state or tribal
court system. The philosophy

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of this program is to provide
services to families so that
they are able to remain as one
unit. This program offers ther-
apy for families and children,
case management and par-
enting classes emphasizing
the Odawa value system.

«» COMMUNITY RESOURCES
PROGRAM:
The Community Resources
Program provides three major
services for individuals and
families: The USDA
Commodity Food Distribution
program, LIEAP program (low
income energy assistance/emer-
gency energy assistance) and
Child Care Development Fund
program for daycare assis-
tance.

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Be Sate Before You Drive!

Safety Check:

One thousand drivers ages 18

and older were surveyed about

what they do before they start
their cars. Survey participants
were asked: Thinking about every
time you get in your car and
before you turn the key, when
going on a short trip or running an
errand in your neighborhood, do
you always check the following: -

* To make sure your mirrors are
properly adjusted?

e To make sure all occupants
are correctly belted?

* Do you consider yourself to be
a safe driver?

e To make sure your seat and
head restraints are properly
adjusted?

e To make sure all doors are
closed and locked?

e To make sure loose objects
are secure?

e Check around and
underneath your car for
potential obstacles?

e To make sure the car is
secure, such as checking to
make sure your car has not
been broken into or there is no
one unusual or suspicious in
or around the car?

In the first-ever survey con-
ducted on motorists’ pre-start
inspections and behaviors to deter-
mine if drivers were following prop-
er safety guidelines, before they
start up their cars, 99 percent of
survey respondents rated them-
selves as safe drivers. However
nine out of ten do not conduct the
appropriate safety checks. The sur-
vey also questioned respondents
on their overall driving behavior
and uncovered other surprising
findings:

¢ Distance does not make a
difference: Only 9 percent of
drivers always conduct the
recommended safety checks
before they take a two hour -
or longer - driving trip.

¢ Men put the pedal to the
metal: Drivers who reported
aggressive driving behavior
and exceeding the speed limit
tended to be men.

¢ The cell phone is not off the
hook: Less than 20 percent of
drivers who use cell phones
turn them off before driving, or
find a safe place to pull over to
make or accept a call. A dri-

ver’s first responsibility is the
safe operation of the vehicle
and that best practice is to not
use electronic devices, includ-
ing cell phones while driving.

¢ We are a nation of speeders:
One out of three respondents
said it was acceptable to drive
more than five miles over the
speed limit on interstate high-
ways.

¢ Women aren't as safe as they
think. Women consistently
reported that they are safe driv-
ers, yet they fail to follow the
recommended maintenance
procedures.

Safe behaviors need to start
before turning the key to make
sure that
we are doing all we can to ensure
safe driving.

Driver surveys reveal that 93
percent of Americans are hitting
the roads ill prepared — therefore
increasing their chances of a road
incident. According the National
Safety Council, “For so long, safe
driving discussions have centered
on safety while driving that we have
almost forgotten to take the proper
safety precautions before starting
our cars”. While some may see it
as monotonous, the reality is that
in a tricky driving situation, having
followed the start-up safety precau-
tions before turning the key can
make the difference between safe-
ty and a disaster.”

Correct behaviors conducted
before starting the car can help
combat two of the leading causes
of serious car crashes - not using
a seatbelt and incorrectly inflated
or unevenly worn tires. In 2003,
incorrectly inflated or unevenly
worn tires contributed to more than
20,000 serious auto incidents.

Driving While Impaired:
Impairment is a change in a
person’s ability to perform rou-
tine daily tasks at the normal
level of functioning. Driving
while impaired from alcohol
and illegal drugs is another
leading cause of car crashes,
but impairment can also be
caused by many common pre-
scription and over-the-counter
medications such as some
antihistamines and anti-
anxiety medications.
The following Public Service

Announcements (PSA) by the

National Safety Council talk about

the dangers of taking certain med-

ications and then driving. “Some
medications, such as some antihis-
tamines that are used to treat aller-
gies and anti-anxiety medications,
may affect driving skills by inducing
drowsiness or excitability or by
altering reaction times. Other med-
ications, including some cold and
cough medications, sleeping pills
and painkillers, can also impair
driving skills.” We see or hear
other PSA's that talk about the
signs and symptoms of impair-
ment, such as drowsiness,
excitability, altered reaction times
and altered depth perception. The
effects of impairment vary with
each person and these effects can
often be difficult to identify. In fact
some people may be drug
impaired and not even realize it!

Drivers can protect them-
selves and others from driving
while impaired by following these
tips:

e Carefully read the directions
and warning labels of all med-
ications.

e Ask your healthcare provider
about non-impairing alterna-
tives.

* Never take more than the
recommended dose.
(Occasionally you will hear
someone say “if one is good
two is better” WRONG.

e Don’t mix medications without
first checking with your health-
care provider or pharmacist.

e Don’t mix alcohol with
medication.
e Talk to your healthcare

provider (such as your doctor)
or pharmacist to learn the side
effects of any medications
you're taking. When the med-
ication warning on side effects
state “Do not take while oper-

ating heavy equipment,” they
are not assuming everyone is
driving a bulldozer - your car,
truck, van, or SUV are heavy
equipment!

PLEASE REMEMBER:

Each of us has a personal
responsibility to keep ourselves
and others safe on the roads.

Make sure YOU are safe before
ou start your car!

Student Incentive Program

A student incentive program
is being offered by the Michigan
Indian Elders  Association
(M.LLE.A.) to recognize students
who achieve all “A's” for a mark-
ing period as well as students
who achieve perfect attendance
for a marking period.

Since the money available to
fund this program is limited to
$2075.00 the award has been
set at $25.00 to keep it mean-
ingful, and yet recognize a rea-
sonable number of students.
There will be 83 winners who will
be determined by lottery.
Furthermore, the LTBB Elder’s
Association will grant the
$25.00 award to all LTBB stu-
dents who are not selected in
the lottery for both perfect atten-
dance and straight A's. Here are
the conditions to qualify:

e The student must be an
enrolled member or be a
direct descendant of an
enrolled member of one of
the M.I.LE.A. constituent
tribes/bands.

e The student must be in
grades K-12 at a public or
private  school (home
schooling not eligible).

e Astudent must be in grades
4-12 to qualify for the
straight “A” award (A-, A, A+).

e For a school system that
uses a grading system
based on numbers, the
equivalent to straight “A’s”
will be acceptable.

e A student must be in grades
K-12 to qualify for the per-
fect attendance award.

e Perfect attendance means
exactly that. A student must
be in_school or at a school
sponsored function each
day of the marking period.
Excused absences for any-

thing other than a school
sponsored/approved func-
tion do not constitute per-
fect attendance.

e The first two marking
periods of this 2004/2005
school year (or the number
of marking periods complet-
ed by March 1, 2005 for
school systems having
something other than four
marking periods) will be
used to determine the win-
ners for this lottery.

e A student can qualify for
both the perfect attendance
and straight “A's” for both
marking periods. For exam-
ple, straight “A's” and per-
fect attendance for both
marking periods would
mean four chances to win.

e A copy of the child’s report
card, signed by the parent,
must be submitted to verify
the achievement of straight
“A's” and perfect atten-
dance.

e Parents assume responsibility
for releasing their child’s
information to the M.L.E.A.
by their signature on the
report card.

Association at Traverse City, MI.
